per is still with us. It is the Herald of 
Gospel Liberty, which was first published 
in Portsmouth, X. 1)'., but which has for 
many years, under the original title, been 
printed in Dayton, 0. The hundredth 
anniversary of religious journalism ill the 
United State.s was celebrated in Ports- 
mouth on September l«th. Thus that 
lively New Hampshire city hns a distinc- 
tion "almost as great as that which the 
treaty of peace between ,Ta,pan and Rus- 
sia in inOfi conferred upon it. - Although 
the Herald of Gospel Liberty is the oldest 
of all tlie American papers in its field, 
several others are extant which have -ha<l 
a rotably long career. The Watchman, 
of Boston, dates from 1810; the New 
York Observer, from 1823; the New York 
Christian Advocate, from 1828; and the 
Christian IntttHigenner. of the name city 
from 1830. Like their secular co-work- 
ers, the religious newspapers have, per- 
formed a-n important function in society 
and their'inflni'nce today for, g<)od is a;

necessarily increases the rate paid on 
real and personal property, which, In 
fact, is taxed. The local taxpayer, 
therefore, pays an increased rate be- 
cause of omitted property. 


Corporations Directly Benefited. 
As railroad and other corporations 


tirder the state system are required to 
pay the average rate paid by the peo- 
ple of the state, it follows that if large, 
amounts are added by the Tax Com- 
mission to the. property returned by 
the local assessors, the result is that 
these corporations are directly bene- 
fitted lu a reduction of taxes, and that, 
in fact, they do not pay the average 
rate paid by the people of the state. 
In my opinion the statute should be 
amended so as to forbid 
additions 


being placed on the general property 
of the state based on the fact that 
personal property Is not reached by 
the local assessors. 'Such power over 
the amount of tax to be paid by any 
corporation should not be conferred on 
a commission. 


Another matter entitled to consider- 


ation is the effort made by the legis- 
lature ot 1905, by the enactment ot 
chapter 259. providing a remedy, where 
the local assessment Is not made In 
compliance with the law, authorieing 
the Tax Commission, after a.bearing, 
to order a reassessment of the proper- 
ty ot the district. Experience has 
shown that local officers do not, at 
all times, in making assessments, obey 
the mandate of the law, and that many 
local assessments are made which 
have no semblance of justice or equity 
In them. This act was designed to 
remedy that ovil. It was carefully 
drawn, and if enforced would have 
been of 
Kreat benefit in compelling 


compliance with the law. The Tax 
Commission proceeded under the stat- 
ute for a short time and caused re-as- 
sessments in a few Instances in dis- 
tricts where it was shown the local as- 
sessor had not compiled with the 
statute. Later the commission asked 
the opinion of the attorney genera; as 
to thf constitutionality of the act. 
That officer held the act unconstitu- 
tional, as being an unauthorized Inter- 
ference with local self-government. It 
has never been tested in the courts, 
and as the principle involved Is of 


last session provision was made for an 
additional assistant to the attorney 
general, with the requirement that he 
designate one of his assistants, whose 
special duty it should be to-attend to 
all matters pertaining to- the enforce- 
ment of the inheritance law. 


The statute should be so amended so

mitting the taxpayer to assess his own 
property, as this act does, by basing 
taxes on a report of gross earnings 
should be avoided. If possible. If the 
present system is continued the stat 
ute should be amended so as to pro 
vide for taxation at a.graduated rate 
on gross earnings, based on a classl 
fication of companies into groups othe 
than those earnings over and unde 
J100.000. There Is no valid basis fo 
taxing one company earning JlOO.Wd 
or under 2V4 per cent and one earning 
J100.MO, 4 per cent.

Public Utilities. 


No question of public policy occu- 


pies, at the present time, a more prom- 
inent place in the thoughts of the peo- 
ple/.than that of properly regulating 
public service corporations, without 
unnecessarily checking their growth or 
Interfering with thoir rights In legiti- 
mate business'enterprises. It has long 
been demonstrated by actual experi- 
ence that very liUle dependence can 
be placed on competition to supply 
adequate service or .reasonable rates 
from public utilities, for the reason 
that competition is suppressed by traf- 
fic arrangements, holding companies, 
mergers or othar shifts, tending to de- 
stroy it. In many cases a public utili- 
ty is a natural monopoly, and without 
regulation by the state the people are 


ion.The statute, placing upon the com- 
mission the duty to investigate un- 
isual or exorbitant charges paid for 
ransporation of freight, and providing 
or a refund in case the commission 
finds the charge is unlawful, has been 
found to be defective in not giving jur- 
sdictioc where unusual or exorbitant 
charges are made in connection there- 
with, such as so-called demurrage 
charges. This provision of the act is 
burdensome to the commission, and 
probably should also be amended so 
is to limit the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission to charges involving a fixed 
minimum amount. Some of the com- 
plaints coming before the committion 
involve very small amounts, and the 
attendant expenses to the sfate is 
greater than the over-charge sought to 
be corrected.

done, then how best to do it, under 
our wise constitutional system, .is the 
most inviting.fleld for legislative study 
and action of the day. Humanity, and 
economic prosperity, as well, appeals 
for the best efforts of the best minds 
on this question.

principle of rate measurement that will 
maintain our tariff system as

system, a scientific co-ordina.ted whole 
we shall have'a patchwork of disjointed 
schedules that form only a nominal sys- 
tem.

bill will be framed after a few weeks of 
hurried taking of testimony by a con- 
gressional committee—at biyt a hit or 
miss affair.

foreign conditions by a representative 
industrial commission, und of classifica- 
tion, and schedule making by the gov- 
ernment's tariff experts, the whole serv- 
ing as the basin of the law enacted bv 
parliament. The legislative act was pre- 
ceded by the most exhaustive study and 
gathering and collating of materials by 
experts employed on preparative work. 


.Only an approxiination to ttermaa sys- 


tem and thoroughness .is attainable in 
this country as a first installment of 
scientific tariff making; but there is no 
reason why we should not attain it if 
the interests affected keep on insisting 
on it. 
Congress is jealous of the tariff 


commission idea as .<:n-oring of infringe- 
ment on its prerogative of making laws. 
But no such infringement is naked for. 
We want; a commission to a'ssiat and en- 
lighten tariff law making:, not to usury, 
or appropriate it. 


.There ought to be a permanent tariff 


commission studying constantly the con- 
ditions 'on which right tariff legislation 
must be bused; we shall have one sooner 
or later; .and the sooner congress adopts 
that idea the belter it will be for all 
concerned—no'l forgetting loyal adher-. 
ftnts to the- protective principle. We do 
uot want that principle discredited be- 
fore the people by the tenacity of abuses 
and exploitations of protection.
